THE LEA.GUES AND LAND 


MONOPOLY. 


A bill has been introduced iu the 


California Assembly and passed to the 
first reading which provides that no in- 
dividual shall be allowed to own more 
than 5,000 acres of agricultural land 
What supreme nonsense. 
When the 


matter goes to the Supreme Court it wil, 
be knocked higher than the mythica 
"Gilroy'sKite." Instead of progress- 
ing with the balance of the United States 
California appears to be going back- 
ward. If half or two-thirds of the mem 
bers of the present California Legisla 
turc would pass a bill to build an addi 
tional lunatic asylum and after its com 
pletion lock themselves in it, the peo 
pie would give them credit for as mucl 
sense as they possess. The cry of 
landed monopoly in this country is the 
sheerest nonsense. In England and the, 
old Europeau countries, where they 
have the law of "entailments," where 
land decends by law to the oldest son, 
or some other member of the family, 
down through succeeding generations, 
the owner cannot sell it, even ii he 
would, so as to deprive his heir of his 
rights of entailment, these large land 
monopolies can and do exist; especially 
so, where large properties have been 
combined by marriages. But in this 
country we have no such law; and BO 
large land owner can entail his land, 
even if he desired. The most he can do, 
is to give u life-lease, and the remainder 
to certain heirs in fee. Here should a 
man own 20,000 acres, in a few years 
at most, he must die, and then it is dis- 
tributed among his heirs; and in a gen- 
eration or two it must necessarily be 
divided up into small farms. Take all 
of the States, when they were new, cer- 
tain men owned whole counties, some' 
times several counties. But how is it 
now? There can scarcely be found in 
any State, from the Atlantic to the Mis- 
sissippi river, a farm exceeding 1,000 
acres; and ninety-nine out of every hun- 
dred they do not exceed one hundred 
and sixty acres. And it will be found 
that all, or nearly all, of the few large 
farms have been purchased by the 
owner, and are comprised of several 
small farms combined. And as soon as 
he dies they will aguiu be divided by 
the heirs. So it will readly be seen that 
an aristocracy or land ruonof'oly is "im- 
possible in the United States and all 
this harping and howling about land 
monopoly, is only the deceitful cry of 
the demagogue,or of those who are igno- 
rant of American institutions. There 
are millions of acres of good land yet to 
be taken up at Government prices, in 
this country; and if anybody is anxious 
to'secure a farm he can do so, upon the 
same layout that everybody else has. 
The great trouble is, the cry of land 
monopolies generally comes from that 
class who would not work on the land 
if it was given them; or they want rich.. 


The Hliip Hallway. 


Captain Eads appears to be making 


real progress with his ship railway pro- 
ject, having received the approvol of a 
Congressional committee for a bill grant- 
ing his inter-oceanic railway company a 
Government guarantee of Sve per cent, 
interest oil a capital of fitly millions, 
the said guarantee to be withheld until 
he has demonstrated his ability to carry 
a vessel weighing with her cargo not 
less than two thousand tons, at the rate 
of six miles an hour. At the completion 
of the first ten miles the Government is 
to pay the first installment, and so at 
the completion of each succeeding ten 
miles. The consideration is to be the 
contract of the company to carry all the 
mails and Government ships and inater- 
a! free of cost. It remains to be seen 
whether Congress will accept this 
but it is evident that if it does the 
railroad will soon be begun.
